THE ROCK-ENTOMBED FROG.

Crry Councilman Emerson, in gettin 

out rock for a dam across Cotton wood, 
a few since, brought to light 
another of those nuts which is as hard 
for scientists to crack as when the 
first one was revealed. On the hill- 
side, in a bed of sandstone, was found 
a boulder which, exciting his curiosity, 
was broken, when lo! a frog, or toad, 
of ave size was ex to view. 
It was placed n a rock where the 
sun shone, and the men clustered 
about, examined the broken boulder 
and cavity that imprisoned the 
frog, and indulged in geological 
guesses as to how 8 epochs had 
come and gone since the little creature 
had voluntarily buried itself for a 
winters nap or was overwhelmed and 
lost to sight by some convulsion of 
the earth or displacement of mud 
bank. The party had gone back in 
conjecturing to the time when the 
basaltic in the vicinity was in a 
molten state, when Emerson, to give 
force to his opinion that it was long 
after that period, turning to pick up 
the frog, discovered it was gone. The 


sun’s rays had warmed it into life and 
activity and it hid jumped away and 
could not be found. 

The stratum of sand stons in which 
the boulder that held the we was 
embedded was many f et in thickness, 
while the block as lonsened was sev- 
eral feet square, in the center of which 
the boulder was found. If the frog 
sustained itself on air the quantity 
obtiined was less than that required 
by a bivalve at the bottom of the sea. 
We have frequently read of authen- 
ticated instances of frogs having been 
found embedded in rock, but this is 
the first one that ever came under our 
immediate observation. One pecu- 
liarity about these imprisoned frogs 
is, that they are almost precisely like 
those that now inhabit the earth and 
sen every day in the year. How 
long this particular reptile had re- 
mained dorment where found is a 
nut that will take its place among its 
uncracked predecessors. But the per- 
iod is prob ibly not nearly so great as 
popularly belis ved.

On the subject of the effort of Utah to obtain Statehood, and the action of 
the State Convention adopting clauses in the Constitution for the suppression 
of polygamy, the Deseret News says: 

On the broad grounds of constitutional freedom and equality, no special require- 
ments should be imposed upon any State as a condition precedent to its admission into 
the Union. They should all enter on an equal footing, and the sole requirements should 
be that with the necessary population they have “‘s republican form of government.’ 
We have taken this position many times when the ory has been raised that Utah 

not become a State without some special provisions on the polygamy question. We do-

not swerve from that position now. We do not think any other conditions should be 
imposed upon Utah than have been required of other States. But the public seem to 
think otherwise. The leading journals, supposed to voice public sentiment, have vocifer- 
ously demanded special provisions prohibiting polygamy in Utah’s State Constitution. 
Members of Congress, shouting themselves hoarse over the passage of the Edmunds- 
Tucker bill, declared that Utah should never come into the Union without a prohibition 
of polygamy. In this condition of affairs, the majority of Utah’s voting population bave 
taken the matter in hand —the polygamists having been disfranchised— and have framed 
a Constitution with provisions meeting all the objections, essential and incidental, that 
have been advanced on this question; and now what.more can be reasonably demanded? 
It puts this nation to the test. It leaves them without excuse if they reject the action 
of the voting citizens of Utah. It shows that many persons and papers in making the 
demand which has now been met, did not mean what they required. It proves that they 
have neither mercy, justice nor consistency. It will carry the questions before the bigh 
courts of heaven, and demonstrate to the world that continued war upon Utah is without 
reason and without excuse. There is more in this movement than the simple quibbles 
raised by its adversaries, and the God of nations will judge the motives and acts of all 
who fight against common right and common justice.

The Ogden Herald has changed from an evening to a morning paper. 
There are numerous threats of mob violence in the Southern States Mission, 
more particularly in Georgia and South Carolina. 

District Attorney Peters returned to Ohio about the middle of July for 
the purpose of taking his family to Salt Lake City. 

The Salt Lake Democrat, which financially has had a severe natin to 
keep up, has at last colapsed, and the press, type, etc., have been purchased 
by the Tribune. 

The deputy marshals have recently been raiding Box Elder County, and 
have made four arrests for unlawful cohabitation—viz., James Ipsom, G. F. 
Hampson, James Bywater and Peter Longreen. 

Representatives Reed of Maine and Hitt of Illinois were in Salt Lake on 
the 17th of July. Mr. Reed is best known from the active support he gave 
the Edmunds-Tucker bill in the lower house of the American Congress. 

Work has been commenced on the new county jail to be erected in Salt 
City. The estimated cost of the structure when finished is $40,000, that is, 

‘$15,000 for the work and material, and $25,000 for the iron and steel work. 

Seymor B. Young, one of the First Seven Presidents of Seventies, against 
whom a charge of living with his wives was preferred some time ago, sur- 
rendered himself to Marshal Dyer on July 23rd, and gave bonds pending an 
examination. 

Messrs. Spence and Rossiter have arranged for another excursion to leave 
Utah for Liverpool, between the Ist and 5th of September. The fares will 
be the same as in May last, $140 for the round trip, In addition to the ex- 
cursion to Liverpool, there will be a first class excursion to New York and 
return. 
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
